Thu B.H. Omeo, with the Englisli inaiL 
on board, arrived at Purt Ghulmei's cn Wednes- 
day monuug lost. The Cromwell |>orbiou of the 
mails was delivered on hlouday morning. 

The atAtatory annual mcctinga for the 
election of School Committees throughout the 
Province toko place in tho varioua schuol-hnuaea 
on Monday next, tho 10th inst. As the election 
of a good School Committee is a matter of gi-cat 
importance, we trust those who are intercstod 
in this district will make it a point to attond. 

Mr C. Beeby^s annual Art Uiuon of 
JewoUery was drawn for in the Council Ch^bor 
on Friday evening lost. A list of the winning 
numbera appean in our advertising columns. 

During the hearing of the evidence at 
tho inquest on the body of Mr J, W. Garrett, 
Dr Corse 'wra called upon to attend a miner 
named Williamson, 'who had met with a severe 
accident near the Gentle Annie. From par- 
ticulars supplied us we learn that the sufferer 
fell over a dam-woll, of considerable height, hia 
head comiog in contact with some largo sWues, 
laying the skull bare from the base to the frontal 
bone. Dr Corse sewed up tha wound (no less 
than 42 atitchea being required), and'tbe patient 
is now in a fair way of recovery. 

On Saturday afternoon, about four 
oVloek^ Ralston, who is well known in this 
distiiot, left McPherson's Hotel in order to re- 
move somo sheep from au island a short distooca 
below Wakefield Ferry, It appears that Mr 
Ralston was in the habit of leaving sheep on the 
island from time to time, 'woding through a shal- 
low arm of the river (Clutha) in order to reach 
them. On leaving, he took with him a pair of 
long boots to enable him to cross to and 

from the island without getting wet. He ex- 
pressed his intention of returning the same even- 
ing, and as he made no appearance, Ur M'Pher- 
eon felt rather uneasy, but thought he might 
have gone to Messrs Loughnon'a station, where 
he frequently stayed for the night. In the 
morning, however, no tidings were heard of him, 
and Mr ^FPherson communicated with Sergeant 
Casaells, who, in company with 3fessrs Lough- 
nan, of Mount Pisa Station, and a number of 
their men, instituted a search, hut with no bet- 
ter result than Ending Mr Ralston's boots at tho 
edge uf the river -where he had attempted to 
cross. On Monday, Sergeant CasseU procured a 
boat and grcippling-irons, and, assisted by tho 
the Messrs Loughiian, dragged the bottom of 
the river for a considerable distance hetsveen the 
two ferries, bnt the searchers could dud no trace 
of the mtsaing nuvn ; and there is too much 
re.oson to fear that he was overpowered by tbs 
current, carried down the river, and drowned. 

The uavial fortnightly meeting of the 
Town Council was held on Monilav evening, the 
Mayor nnd Crs. Badger, Burres, Dawkins, and 
Dagg being present. A letter was received from 
Mr Kidd, applying for lOOft. frontage of Muni- 
cipal Reserve opjvjsite hia preraiacs. — Granted. 
The Town Clerk was instructed to write to Mr 
W. J. Barry, informing him that hia ap]dication 
for 35ft. of Municipal Keserve between the Town 
Hall and Mr VV, J. Goodger's hotel, was granted, 
Bubject to a apecitie'l rental. Tho ’luwn Clerk 
was also instructed to write to the Chief Com- 
Tnisairner of Stamps, Wellington, urging upon 
him the immediate necessity of appointing a 
Distributor of Stamps. On the motion of Cr. 
Badger, seconded by Cr. Burres, it was resolved 
that a memorial be forward&l to the Su(>er- 
intendent and Executive Council, urging the 
necessity of throwing open the lands in the 
neighbourhood of Cromwell, for grazing and 
agricultural pur^xisea. Mr Dawkins was granted 
permission to erect an awning in front of LU 
premisea. Cr. Burres was elected a member of 
the Finance Committee, and Cr. Dawkins of the 
Publiu Works Committ-oc ; and the Council then 
adjonined. 



WEDNESDAY, JA.SUAUY 5, 1870. 

In order to give our staff the custom- 
ary New Year holiday, looked, for by nil, wo 
have curtailed the aize of the Anuos this week j 
to six pages. Noxt week, and in future, our j 
usual eight-paged paper will appear. I 

We have been sliown a splendid sample 
of s tons from the Car rick Ranges. It was got 
iu the boundary -line between the Royal Standard 
aud Howson and party’s claims, and wonld yield, 
we are reliably informed, something like fifty or 
sixty ounces to the ton. There are sow five 
parties at work in thia locality, but os yet none 
of them have struck the actual reef, although 
they liaveaplcndid inilicatioca, the leaders which 
are struck being very rich. Howson and party 
have put in a cutting betwsen 50 and 60 feet^ 
and are now going to carry in a tunnel to endea- 
vour to strike tho main reef. Work in all the 
other claims is now being vigorously resumed 
Soiud comaiotlon was caused in the 
township ou Sunday evening by the extraordinary 
freak of an individul who had been imbibing 
rather too freely during the holidays, Ht; had 
managed to find bis -way down to the edge of the 
Molyneux, immediately below the bridge, and 
expresBcil his intention of awimming across. 
Fortunately, however, the police were too sharp 
fop him, and with conaiderable difficulty they 
scrambled down to the spot where he was en- 
gaged divesting hiniaolf of hisoIothcB, and secured 
him. He was provided with a night's lodging 
in the camp, instead of at tlio bottom of tho 
Molynonx, where he most oasuredly would have 
been ho<l ho once got Into tho river, which runs 
at this spot with great rapidity. 

A Chiiiaman, who has recently been in 
the service of Mr Goodger, as ctiok at tho Junc- 
tion Commercial Hotel, has disappeared U a 
mystorions uxannor. He weut out, is Is eup- 
posed, to fetch a bucket of water a few days’ 
siuce, and bM not bIuco boon heard of. 

Juit before going to press, we wore in- 
formed that a fatal accident occurred to Mr 
Thomas Geddes, of Fuurteen-mile Beach. From 
particulars enpplied us, we gather that Mr 
Geddes was working irk a paddock, when a hugo 
stoSs, which hung threatenly overhead, suddenly 
camJidown upon tho unfortunate man, ainosbing 
his bead completely to a jelly. Our luformint 
WM unable to lupply ua with any hulh<:r par- 
ticulars. 



THE LATE J. W. GARRETT 

It is with feelings of the deepest re- 
gret that we have to chronicle the un- 
timely death, throngh a fall from his 
horse, uf a member of our community 
who has made in.aiiy frienils in tho 
diitrict— we allude to Mr J, W. Gar- 
rett, one of the shslreholders and pio- 
neers of the first quartz reef worked 
at Bendigo Gully. The melancholy 
accident which resulted in Mr Garrett's 
death occurred on Thursday night 
lost, nnd has thrown a gloom over the 
entire comuuinity ever Bince. People 
can hardly roaliae the fact that he 
who on Thursday last attendeil the 
Cromwell race meeting in all the vigor 
of his manhood, has been cut off from 
amonnt us by the ruthless hand of 
King Death. Our pen seems powerless 
when we think that on Thursday 
afternoon we conversed with him who 
ou the evening of the eame day was 
brought into Cromwell a cold and life- 
less piece of clay. Mr Garrett had, 
by his liberality nud genial manner, 
mode many friends in this and the 
neighboring districte, and he will bo 
sadly mourned and regrottetl by not a 
few.

I THE AMATEUR CONCERT. 

On Wednesduy everting last ii concert 
given by some of our- amutour i^calista 
aud inatnimental performers drew tog^tlior 
a capital audienco, the large hull of the 
Cromwell Hotel being well filled. The 
concert was got up by a committee of 
gorttlcmon roaident in the district, with 
the intention of ruiaing funds (by means

Owing to the hurried 
maiinor in which the concert was got up, 
there was hardly sufficient time for prac- 
tising some of tho concerted pieces, yet 
without exception we may say they were 
exceedingly well rendered. The. Concert 
was o{)ciied with Rossini’s overture to Tan- 
credi, which was excellently played by Mr 
and Mrs yimpson and Mr Whetter (violin, 
piano, aud cornet), and- was almost in 
itself sufficient to ensure ihe success of the 
concert Mr Luscombe followed with tho 
pleasing song Many happy returns of 
the day,” and being deservedly encored, he 
again gave the concluding verso of the 
song. Mr Biurd sang ** Jeannio with the 
Light-brown Hair," with good effect, and 
was loudly opphvuded. A solo on the ophi- 
cleidc by Mr Whetter, with pianoforte - ac- 
caiupaninieiit by Mr Milburn, of Clyde— 
whose services as accompanyist the Com- 
mittco fortunately obtained for the re- 
mainder of the evening — was a fine instni- 
inental performance, every note being 
clearly and distinctly given. The pretty 
little ballad “No One to LoTe,"pathetic;4lly 
sung by Mrs Corse, was loudly r^cmanded, 
and, in couijiliance with the request, the 
fair vocalist repeated the concluding verso. 
Mr Howsun followed with a negro song, 
“Old Black Joe," accompanying himself 
on the banjo ; and in reply to a Mnaiiimou.s 
encore he substituted another song Qf the 
same description, being loudly applauded 
at ita conclusion. The duet, “ What are 
the Wild Waves Saying r very correctly 
sung by Messrs Arkeli and Luscombe-^ 
the voices blending well with each other — > 
was followed by Mr Bate’a song, “ The 
Exile." This wiirf one of the best efforts nf 
the evening, the compass of the singer's 
voice being something remarkable. The 
rich low notes iu the aong were given with 
& truthfiducsa and case seldom excelled in 
amateur singing, Mr Pretach then gave 
a pretty little German song. This gentle- 
luan possesses one of tlio sweetest of teuor 
voices, of considerable compass, and his 
song, ulthuugli given in Geniinn, wa.s en- 
joyed by all. Heleutions from Trovatoro 
(violin and piano), by .Mrand Mrs Himpson, 
were excellently phiyed. Mr Simplon is 
A capital violinist, and great credit must 
bo awarded Mrs Simjjson for the excellent 
ren«leriug of the pianoforte music. The 
well-known song, ** John B-^rleycorn," sung 
by Mr Avkcll in cajiital style, was loudly 
applauded, and an encore was complied 
with- Let me Kiss him for his Mother," 
flung by poor Gui-i'ctt (whose melancholy 
end we notice lu another coUimii), followed 
by “ Tho Slave Ship” by Mr Fenwick, 
concluded tho first portion of tlie pro- 
giamiue. After an interval of fifteen 
minutes, Koiisini’a brilliant composition, 

“ La Cfii*entola," was played w an over- 
ture to the second part by Mr and Mrs 
Simpson and Mr Whetter. This overture 
was one of the treats of the evening, and 
was highly appreciated by tho audience. 
Mr Luscombo sang “ Al)scnt Friends " 
in hU usual excellent style, and receiverl 
an encore, Mr Baird gave the favoui’ite 
song ’’ A Motto for every Man,” and c<itu- 
pUed with an encore by rojwating tho two 
iMt vevsoa. The glee, “Breathe soft, y© 
Winds,” by Messrs Bate, Arkell, and Liia- 
coinbe, went first-rate, tho voices blending 
admirably, notwithstao'ding the sliort time 
the vocalists hud for practice. Mr Wlict- 
ter's cornet solo “ Ah Non Giungc,” from 
Sonnambulo, was correctly aud tastefully 
rendcrctl, the performer being evidently a 
thorough master of bis instrument. Mrs 
Covso followed with tlie ever favourite 
ballad, Como Home, Father,” which was 
80 swoctly and tonchingly sung as to draw 
down thunders ofapjdause, Would’ntyou 
like to know” beiug given as an encore 
gong. Mr Tippett then sang “ The Mus, 
ketcer” in capitil style, and h^ng encored 
ho gave the The Sea Storm." Another 
negro song, witli banjo nccompauimcnt, 
was then given by Mr Howson, who had 
to comply with a unimiinoualy demanded 
encore, and wua again encored at the con- 
clusion of his second song. “Tommy 
Dodd,” a humorous song, excellently sung 
by Mr Arkell, who posse.ssca a good voice, 
then followed.

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CROMWELL mUAL lACES, 

After a long season of oppressVely iot 
weather, from the otToots of whicl Crom- 
well aud the surrounding district was iiHi 
more tlian usiiully parched-uj) state, wel- 
come showers of rain fell on Weilucsday i 
last, cooling the atmosphere, and cllcitin 
from exhausted and perspiring citizens ox- 
pi’essions of satisfaction' at. the change^ 
—mingled, however, with a hi 
mytlueal personage known as 
of the weather” would kindly abstain f^n 
any further ninisteniiig of mother oaicli 
until the Cromwell Jockey Club Races of 
18S9 hud been competed for. This was 
not to be, however, and Thursday morn- 
ing broke with every prospect of the htst 
day’s racing having to bo carried out under 
a heavy and (.■orttinued downfall. There 
were soma very heavy showers in the morn- 
ing, but towards noon a decided change 
for the better had taken place, and during 
the remainder of the day but little ruin 
fell. All the places of business in Crom- 
well were closed, and shortly before noon 
a general start for the ^ace^:om■se, distant 
about two miles, Svas made. Making our 
way across the plain, we soon arrived at 
the course, where already all was bustlo 
and excitement, — sporting individuals dis- 
cussing the chances of such-and-such a 
horse winning tho so and-so handicap — ■ 
equestrian.s dashing abont regardless of the 
limbs of mankind on foot— -the “k'rect 
card of tho races* boy adding hia quota 
to the general din — and the other usual 
concomitants of the rime-course not being 
wanting. In the shape of auxiliary amuse- 
ments, there WHS a .swing-boat erected for 
the Special benelit of jtivenilo visitors — the 
boat, seemingly a very secure and easy- 
going concern, being painted green, and 
having printed on it in bold letters the 
word Uoimybrook ! The rather inclement 
weather prevented young Cromwell being 
present iu any great numbers, and as a con- 
sequence, business in the aerial boating 
line was if anything rather slack. Another 
individual essayed to earn an honest penny 
by instituting a rather novel species of the 
game of “Aunt Sully.” On hi.s' nasal 
organ he had placed an ordinary bottlo- 
cork, decorated with a white feather, tho 
no.se fitting into a slit inado in the cork. 
Providing him.self with three or four other 
corks, this worth/ invited persons so dis^^ 
posed to have “ three shies for a hob,” tlm*^ 
object being to knock tho cork otTlii-s flee.

The bootis, No. 1 owned 
by Mr Dagg, and No. 2 by Mr Mar-sh, 
seemed to bo doing a ratting stroke, al- 
though tho weather was hot sni:l) as to 
cause a demand for the coii and irfro-shlng 
drinks usually in doinsni on racedayj. 

An unfortunate accident oJjPpofied ou the 
first day, while the Hurdle liiice was being 
run, residting in the death of Mr Jones'* 
horaeTaoIi.a. On coining into the straigiiti ■ 
running, his jockey states Iin felt the horsD 'll 
giving way under him, and on putting liiiji' j b 
to the last lundle, ho caught the top baJ'. ^ 
and fell, breaking his neck. Althougbv a ' ii 
considerable anioimt of rain had fallen, tlift 
course w,as not by any means in had order ; 
in fact, if anything, the rain bad done good 
rather than harm. Mr Dawkins officiated , 
as starter. Jlr R. Loiighnaii as judge, aud 
Mr W. J. Barry acted a-s clerk of tho 
course. They seemed to give very general 
siitisfacfaon, and the energy and persever- 
ance disjilaycd by tho la.st-naincd gentleman 
in keeping the course clear and terrifying 
stray dogs with his svhip proved his fitness 
for the oflioe. 

The weather on Friday was all th.at 
could be desired, and was pecitliiirly favor- 
able for horse-racing. There were certainly 
two or three slight gusty showers from the 
c-istward during the afternoon, and'towarijs 
evening tho nir was decidedly chilly ; but 
the cool breeze was a welcome relief from 
tho almost tropical heat wo have had to 
endure for some weeks past.' Tho courss 
was in splendid condition, tho rain of 
Wednesday and Thursday having eflcclu- 
ally laid tho dust, and at the same time 
rendered the coiirso smooth and springy. 
The attendance of tho fair sex was more 
numerous tliiin on the previous day, and 
the gi-ind stand wius tolerably well patron- 
iseil, althuugli inuny of the ladies prefe fed 
to remain under the shelter of the viuj^'iis 
conveyances in which they h.ad come to 
witness the events of the day. It was 
two o'clock when the horse.s entered 
the Minors' J'Tirss” wore brought to 
starting po;, and an interval of at least 
half-an hoi.' elapsed between the several 
heats. Tiriic seemed, indeed, to be a 
great deatjf unnecessary delay betsvftra 
all the I'lCis, and a considerable amount

Tho stoaniabip Count of Hainault ar- 
rived in tho Garonne from Antwerp, hiw- 
ing on board abotR 40 tons of potroleum 
and potrolouin spirit, tnoorod hovself at 
one o'clock on WetinesJay afternoon, about 
th tea iiiiles bulonr Bordeaux, iind <lig- 
eliarged lior cargo into a couple of bargea, 
ono of which wua laden with both spirit 
and petroleum, and the other with spirit 
only. The two barges remained at Lor- 
ment, about three milca below Bordeaux, 
having to convey their cargoes to tho Gur- 
sol Docks at La B.iatide, higlior up the 
river, ou the following morning. One 
of the men in charge of the barge named 
the Trinite, which had the petroleum spirit 
on boaid, after having lighted a torch, im- 
prudently threw away a still burning luci 
fer match among the casks of petroleum, 
one of which immediately caught fire, pro- 
ducing .1 terrible explosion, by which tho 
man who was the cause of it, and a Cus- 
tom-house officer who accompanied him 
were dreadfully burnt. In a few moments 
the barge was enveloped in flames, when 
the ropes which secured it to the shore, 
CLifccliing fire, snappe-1 asunder, whereupon 
the burning insisa drifted with the tide up 
the river, facing the gener.il warehouses. 
Some small steamers, belonging to the port 
autliuritie.s, with sailois and firemen on 
board, at once got up steam and made for 
t’le still burning barge, which they tempo- 
nrily secured with a cli-iin, and then made 
e.Torts to sink it by pumping water into it, 
but for a considerable time without avail. 
In the course of these proceedings, one of 
the steamers, the Mathilde, caught fire at 
the bows. Eventually the commander of 
the life-boat Monte 0hri.sto, after the re- 
peated orders of the captain of the p.ort, 
.suceeederl in scuttling the barge at the 
•stern. A train of liquid fire cominj from 
the barge was drifted in the directien of a 
mass of ships by the current, and speedily 
comtnu licated itself to them. Almost at 
the same moment, three or four vessels 
were discovered to be on fire, with no 
means at hand of rendering them tho 
smallest assistance. Up till eleven o’clock 
the tide was coming in, and the floating 
fire rising with it. seveinl other ships be- 
came ignited. Those most heavily laden 
were the first to suffer, as, there copper 
being nnder water, their wooden sides of- 
fered no resistance to the flames, whereas 
the unladen vc.ssels, protected by their 
copper, for tho most part escaped. In 
another couple of hours, with tho tide still 
rising, half the ships in tho port would 
have been destroyed. As it was, the re- 
turning tide did a consulei-able amount of 
mischief, as it carried out with it the float- 
ing fire, together with the remains of the 
burning b irges, and portions of the ignited 
ships, which set fire to other vessels in 
their turn, until within the space of leas 
thiin a couple of miles, something like 25 
ships were to be seen on fire at the same 
moment. A strong S.K. wind which whs 
blowing helped the destruction. Fourteen 
vessels, at half-past seven o'clock, were 
still in flames, or smouldering with their 
hulls almost hunit down to the water’s 
edge. The damage done is estimated by 
the port authorities at ten miliions of 
francs. Ten full-rigged ships, belonging 
to tho port of Bordeaux, were completely 
destroyed. Six ships were also destroyed 
belonging to other ports, and numerous 
others were more or less damaged.

The(H uimeiiical Council, which is about 
to meet in Home, excites European in- 
terest. As re|»rte,l by telegram, the 
C.itliolic Powers decline to send repre.seii- 
tatives, and reserve full liberty of action 
whatever the decision of the Council may 
be. The German Bishops warn the Pope 
of the perils of proclaiming the Syllabus 
announeing his infallibility and repudiating 
modern civilization. Tliov are, conse- 
quently, deiiounced as tinretics. Father 
llyacintho, the celebrated preacher of 
Notre Dame, h;is written and published 
a very remarkable letter aildressed to the 
General of the Order of Carmelites, to 
which he belonged. He denounces the 
attempts made to deprive him of his rights 
of free preaching, and formally severs all 
connection with congrcg.ition and Order ; 
ho bitterly assails the spiritual despotism 
of Hume, and claims the right and duty 
to reject the chains sought to be imposed 
on him ; ' he protests vigorously against 
the Roman (not Christian) policy of 
Ultramontanes in seeking tlie proposed 
divorce between tlie Church and society 
in which we live, and expresses doubt of 
the freedom and independence of the 
CEeumcnioal. Tho Bishop of Oi'leans re- 
grets the rash step taken by Father llya- 
einthe, and exhorts him to suhmisslon ; 
but the Father in a brief reply says he 
cannot accept either reproaches or counsels, 
and what he, tho Bisliop, calls a great fault 
committed, he cousideis a great duty ac- 
corapllshed. 

Tho Superior of the Order of Carmelites 
has written to Father Hyaointho ordering 
him to return to the convent under penalty 
of excommunication, and a declaration 
that ho is dishonoured in the eyes of the 
Church. The noble language of the 
Father’s letter, in the bold assertion of the 
freedom of thought it contains, has made 
. great iiuprcsaion on Europ’e, 



A Terrible Baoa for tiifo. 



A correspondent of tho Omni Rapida 
Eajle, an American paper, sends the fol- 
lowing story : — 

The Bufl'alo, Oorry, and Pittsburg Rood 
intersects the Lake Shore Road. Tho 
station at the junction is named Brockton, 
and from this point to Mayvitlo, at the 
head of Chantuaqua Lake (a distance of 
only ten miles), a tr.ain is carried over an 
elovation of 700ft. From the station to 
tho summit tho grade is about 80ft to 
the mile, with curves which increase the 
distance by four miles. It is over this 
road that the immense quantities of petro- 
leum are brought ; and on Tuesday even- 
ing a train, consisting of six oil cars and 
two passenger cars, reached the summit, 
on its way to the junction. Here, by some 
cause unknown, one of the oil tanks took 
fire. The passenger cars were at once de- 
tached, and the breaks stopped them. Next 
the oil ears were cut off, and the locomo- 
tive, tender, and a box car, containing two 
valuable hoi'ses and two man, p issed down 
the road, the engineer supposing that the 
brakesmen on the oil cars would arrest the 
course of those ; but w-hat was his horror, 
on looking back, to see the six cars in pur- 
suit of him down the grade, enveloped in 
flamea They not only pursued, but over- 
took him, striking the box car with incon- 
ceivable force, knocking the horses and 
men flat upon the floor, and yet almost 
miraculously not throwing the engine from 
the track. It w.as now wiih the engineer 
a race for life, and he give the engine 
every ounce of steam. Looking south 
from the place of my residence, at that 
terrible juncture one of the most magnifi- 
cent spectacles was witnessed that a man 
sees in a lifetime. A sheet of intensely 
bright flame, sixty feet high, was seen 
coining down that southern slope, appa- 
rently with the speed of a meteor, and 
really at very near the speed of a hurricane 
(80 miles an hour) : for pursued and pur- 
suer flew over the course, or rather down 
it, and aroiiml the curves, at tho rate of 
more than 70 miles an hour, as the en- 
gineer declares, and as everybody can 
believe who witnessed the spectacle. The 
whole heavens were iliutninate.I, and the 
landscape was lit up as by tlie noonday 
light. Onward and downward flew the 
engine ; and behind it thundered the huge 
fiery demoix Twice its prodigious weight 
was driven against the fugitive, as if in- 
stinct with a purpose to'drive it from its 
track. It seemed as if to tho heroic en- 
gineer and fireman there was a perfect 
ouvironment of peril. The speed of the 
engine was such that it ceased to pump. 
The Cincinnati express was due at the 
junction at this time : so the engineer of 
the oil train whistled ‘ open switch,’ and 
shaking hands with the fireman, they bade 
each other farewell, knowing that their 
lives depended on the opening of the Like 
Shore switch by their friends below, and 
to do this was to imperil the express train 
coining down from the west with its human 
freight. The engineer who was on this 
train saw the fire when it first broke out 
on the summit, and supposing he could 
clear the junction before the flaming terror 
reached it, he, too, put his engine to the 
utmost speed on a level grade, A mile 
short, of the junction, he saw that the 
effort was a vain one, for the flying confla- 
gration had rushed out upon the Lake 
Shore track, and was roaring onward in 
the direction of Dunkirk. He checked 
the headlong rush of his own train, and 
brought it to a standstill. The case here 
took in another danger, and it was immi- 
nent. A heavy freight train was coming 
up tho Ijake Shoie road. All I will say of 
this is, that it did escape to the side track, 
and only by the last minute of possibility. 
Running at a safe distance from the depot, 
the engineer of the oil train detaclied his 
engine, and left the six curs to consume. 
He says tho situation was fully realised 
by him ; and that he expectel to lose his 
life. At every moment he expected the 
engine to le.ive the track. He saw that 
he was going at a perilous rate of spee.l ; 
but them was no help for it. The demon 
was behind him ; and he declares that it 
looked like a demon. With that fondness, 
or real affection, for his engine whicli these 
men display, he said, “ I thought every- 
thing of my engine, and was determined 
to stay by it to the last” Altogether, tlie 
occurrence w.as a very remarkable one, 
and more remarkable for this — there were 
no lives lost. The brakesmen on the oil 
cars had gone back to tho passenger cars 
when the oil cars started. It was well 
they did so, for unless those rear cars had 
been detached and stopped, their inmates 
would inevitably have been burned to 
death.

To the J’Jdiior of ih< Gro.uwbll Argus, 

Nifc — Would you oblige mo by inserting the 
following in your next issue, as I am greatly 
troubled in my mind through a ilream that I 
had tho other night, and wish to warn the pub- 
lic of Cromwell in time. On the night in ques- 
tion I went to bed about ten o'clock, and must 
have slept for about thrs® hours, when I began 
to dream. 1 thought I wt« ■tanding on the 
bridge, when suddenly a bright glare of light 
burst before my bewildered gaze, mid on looking 
up"Oh J agony — tho whole town of Crornwcll 
appearml to be In a blaze. Visions of water- 
races overflowing with the limpid element dashed 
before iny imaginative mind, and witli all speed 
I r.iri towards tho town. There w.is a groat tnob 
of ]>eople gatbercil together, aad I noticed that 
prominent .imongat the crowd were the Mayor 
of Croinwall aud hia Councillors. By this time 
the lire, lyhieh seemed to have started at Smith's 
bakery, had got as far as tho Commercial Hotel. 
Keopiiig with the crowd, 1 could hear and see 
that a public meeting was being held, and ten- 
ders were at once invited for puttuig out the 
(Mayor and Council) fire. I asked a person why 
no exertions were oiade to keep the fire uuder. 
He informed me that there was no w.iter in the 
race, and that there bad been none for the last 
three days. At this news the Mgc of the i>coplo 
roBo to a gre.it pitch, and certain parties would 
have been roughly handled hatl uot Sergeant 
C.issclli, like a second S.iinpson, appeared on 
the Bccne, Drawing the Uiut Act from ono 
pocket, and a revolver from the other, he com- 
meaced to re.id the one and fire off the other at 
the same time, which soon altered the state of 
affairs. Suddenly with a loud crash the roof of 
the Town Hall fell in ; when, wh;it with the 
screaming of women and the crying of children 
ringing in my ca^s, I awoke, and instead of a 
blazing Town Hall I aaw a Couple of cats dancing 
on tho tiles. 2 sent one of my boots flying at 
them ; and feeling greatly relievotl in my mind, 
1 turned into bed^ again, and slept till daylight, 
am, Ac., Dkeamcr, 

P.S. — Perhapa this dream may como truo. 



INQUEST, 

Oil Friday Inst an inquest was held before 
Vincent I’yke, Esq., District t'oronor, on the 
bixly of John William Garrett, who bad met his 
death the pro'icding evening through a fall from 
his home, while ridiug from CromwoU to tho 
LowTnirn. 

The following evidcuco was token 

Thomas Logan, sworn, deposed \ I am a minor, 
aud was ouc of tho partners of deceased. We 
h.iYo been ^wirtners fur about four years. I last 
6AW him alive uii Tluirsday eveiiiug, at about 
nine o’clock. He was then Btarting from 
Goudger's stnbics. I spoke to him. Ho appeared 
to be ill good spirits, and was perfectly sober. 
Hu said ho was going to the Lowbuni. That 
was tho last time 1 saw him alive. 1 law his 
body wheu it was brought into Cromwell two or 
three hours aftorwards. I was told that he hud 
been killed by a fall from his horse. He hail no 
relations in Ot.igo. His father and mother are 
Kv'ing at Cheben, in Knglaiidj and he has on 
uncle in Melbourne. I know this from dccc^iscd 
having told me so ivlien alive.— [Mr Logan w.is 
deeply affected while giving the latter portion of 
his ovidcnce.] 

George Barclay, sworn, ssud r I am iu business 
at Logautowiij Bendigo Gully, f started from 
Marsh's hotel, Cromwell, on horseback, for my 
place, about nino o’clock on Thursday evening. 
On going up Mclmorc-stroct, I overtook Mr 
Garrett, wlio w'.is aLo on hoiseb:k:k. As ho was 
going ill the s.iine direction, w'e rode together, and 
conversed with each other, lie told me nob to 
talk loud, as it might make his iiorse start off. 
He appeared to bo perfectly sober, and was in 
good spirits. Wo were not riiling quickly — only 
about six niilca an hour. On cro^ising tho West- 
moreland eVa race he said, " Look out, as I can’t 
Bce.” The night W03 Very lUrk. AVc rode on 
till we rcauhed. the corner of Johustou's farm. 

I was theu a little in advance— about twenty 
feet or BO. 1 theu heard a flx>l^h. 1 ]um|>e<l 
off my horse, arid called “ Garrett, Garrett !” 
but got no answer. I saw his horse rise from the 
ground, and proceeded to the sjK)t, when 1 found 
deceased lying on his back. I called to him, 
but he never spoke a word. Ho was groaning, 
and there was a gurgling sound in hia throat. 1 
wetted my hnudkerchief, and bathed his fore- 
head. I then coo-eed loudly for assistance. In 
about a quarter of an hour, a man named Do 
Bebteiieor arrived on the ground. He l?as driv- 
ing a cart. We lifted Garrett into the cart, and 
just then a mate of Do Bettencor, named Arkell, 
came up. We all got into the cart, and hurried 
on to Cromwell. We brought tho body to 
Kidd's hotel. 1 have seen the boily on view. 
It ifl the body of Jolin William Garrett. 

Boave&tiira de Botbcucur, swum, deposed : 
Am a miner, and reside at Five -mile Creek' 
Was travelling aleng tho road between my place 
and Cromwell on Tliuraday night. I passed 
Perriam's .iboub ton o'clock. Shortly aPtenvards 
1 heard a coo-co. In a short time I reauhed the 
place where the coo-ce came from, and found 
last witness b.ithing the forehead of some one on 
the ground, wb.m I recognised to be Mr Garrett. 

I have known him for seven ye.irs. He was 
lying on his back, and there was a gurgling 
sound in hia throat. We lifted him into my cart, 
and brought him to Kuid's Hotel, Cromwell. 
Ho did not show auy signs of life on the road. 

John Arkell, being sworn, gavo evidence 
similar to that of the Lost witness ; and also de- 
posed that on nearing Cromwell ho left the cart, 
and went for Dr Corse, who Vi^ in attciulanco 
when tho body .irrived. 

Sergeant Caasella, swiirn, dcpcaed to having re- 
ceiveil information of the accident, when he pro* 
ceaded to Kidd's Hotel, wlierc the body was 
lying, and took jioaaeasion of the property of 
deceaseiL Dr Corse also handed him soiue pro- 
perty belonging to deceased, which ho had taken 
possession of prior to my arrival. He also de- 
posed to having jirocccded to the sccuo of the 
accident ou the following morning, where he 
found a hat belonging to deceased. 

Dr Cono, awom, dejiosod : I aui a duly quali- 
fied medical practitiuiicr, and reside at Crom- 
well. I was called upon on Thursday night by 
the witness Arkell, who iiifuioicd me that ^Ir 
Gairett h.id met with an accident. I was in at- 
tend.inco at Kitld’a Hotel on tho arrival of the 
cart coatiiuiiig decc.ised, aud m.ide a preliminary 
cxamlnatioD. I futmd lifo quite e.xtinct. I 
examined the spinal column, and. found that 
there hud been a fracture of tbe cervical verte* 
hr«. The body was much diBcoloureil, caused 
by compression such as would rcault from a horse 
falling upon anyone. There w.is great effusion 
of blood from the nostrils, ami a quantity of 
frothy mucua at the mouth. The cause of death 
was the severance of the corviu.il vo?tohrre. It 
W. 1 B broken in two placea. The third and fourth 
vertebra were broken. I took ch.irgo of smiic 
property which was on the person of d'lccascl. 
Tliia I subsequently handed to Sergt. C.iaacls. 
l am of o])inion that the horse must have 
stumbled and thronni deceased on his head, as it 
would require some such shock to sever tlio vor- 
tcbite I have mentioned. 

This couchided the evidence; and the jury 
returned a verdict of **AccidoutaI Death, caused 
by a fall from his horse,” 



SPORTS AT BANNOCKBURN. 

• Oa Boxing Duy, a vuricty of atlriotic 
games uud spoit*;— ^among which suvurul 
of a novel chiiiactov were introduced — ■ 
ciLino off at ^^tiurt’s Ferry, Bannockburu. 
A conBidomblo lunount lied been subflcrilHxl 
for prizes, and there was a good turn-out 
of spoctutors on the occaaroa. Mr Juincs 
Stuart, woaro informed, gave tho immilicciit 
sum of £10 ag prize-money. There were 
foot-racoa, jumping matches, quoit-playing, 
tossing the caber, and all tlieotlicr aniusc- 
monts generally provided on like occasions j 
and iu each of them the various coinpoti- 
fcoi-5 cxcrUxi tliemsolvcs to tho utmost, and 
afforded good sport to tho onlookers. Dur- 
ing tlie sports a foat wua ])erformy(l which 
Is worthy of special mention. A row of 
stones was laid ou tho ground, at intervals 
of threo feet apart, fora distance of 100 
yards ; and tlio feat consisted in carrying 
tlie stones, ono ut :i time, back to tho 
starting oiul of the line — commencing with 
tho farthest stcue. The total distance to 
be tvaveraed was about fivo miles and 
three-quarters, and a wager of £f) W'i\a 
offered that tho task could not bo ]>cr- 
formed within an hour. The hot wns 
taken, and tlie feat was cleverly done In 
tho space of forty-five minutes. [Our I'c- 
porter wiis not present, tlioreforo wo are | 
unable to give a detailed report.] We are 
informed that during the progress of the 
games an infuriated cow, which had been 
driven from tbe Duustaji the same day, 
audflenly made lier ajipeavance, and,cLatg- 
ing the crowd, scattered the “ hutnaiw” 
right and left. Three or four pei'soas 
were knocked down, and one man had an 
nrni injured hy tho cow's horns; but for- 
iiutcly no ono was sBriously iiui*t.
